The action brought by Hubert, 


Kelly against the Home Mutual Pire 
Insurance 
Company 
and 
others, 


which have come up in court at var- 
ious' times for 
more than a year, 


went to trial before Judge Hasbrouck 
and 
Na jury in the supreme court on 


Tuesday morning. John R. BeVany 
appeared for Mr. Kelly with LeRoy 
Lounsbery of Ellenrille and Judg* 
John G. Van Etten 
of this city of 


counsel, Mills ft Mills of Albany ap- 
peared for .the insurance company, 
with'Judge James Jenkins of thla 
city of counsel. 


There are. nine actions brought by 


Mr. Kelly against nine different in- 
surance companies which had written 
policies covering the Kelly premises 
in the-town 
of Wawarsing, which 


were destroyed by fire, and Mr. Kelly 
is seeking to recover from 
the nine 


companies the sum of 17,000, which 
was the amount of insurance on his 
house and barn, both of which were 
destroyed by Ore in 1918. 


The insurance companies refused 


to pay on the ground that Mr. Kelly 
had not observed certain terms of the 
insurance contract and that the fire 
was of suspicious origin. They claim 
they, received an anonymous letter 
stating that Mr Kelly's property was 
about to be burned, and that there- 
upon they gave him the. five days' 
cancellation notice -which is required 
by law to be given before policies can 
be cancelled. On the morning of the 
fourth day the property was burned. 
The companies claim that for some 
time prior to the flre the property 
had been vacant without Mr. Kelly 
having received a vacancy permit; 
that while he claimed to bq divorced 
from his wife he •was eating his meals 
at the boarding house conducted by 
her and spending certain other time 
there instead of his own house which 
was burned.

Army of Inspectors Reduced 


It has been

It is true that the 
array of inspectors who increased the 
revenues of the. hotels and the rail- 
roads at public expense has been re- 
duced, but there hits been no Impair- 
ment of efficiency, and no relaxation 
whatever in the enforcement of our 
factory laws. On the contrary, there 
has been marked Improvement In the 
efficiency of many of the bureaus In 
the Lalior Department, and in the ad- 
ministration of the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Law the intolerable delays 
in the payments of the claims of in- 
jured workmen are now being greatly 
reduced, as I 'promised the workmen 
of the state last fall would be done. 


Cutting Down Printing Bills 


The public printing well illustrates 


the lax methods which have grown up 
In the public administration. We spent 
Inst year more than a million and a 
half for printing department reports; 
bulletins, stationery, documents and 
the like. Many of those reports were 
from two to four years old, and the 
material, If ever useful, was obsolete. 
Hulk-tins and reports which had cea*- 
e>l to be of nny value were being pub- 
lished and circulated at large expense 
;ifter they had been superseded by 
something better, and there are posi- 
tions in the state service whose only 
excuse for existence is the prepara- 
tion of material for such publications; 
We are slopping the nrintlng of these 
nl)?iilftc reports and useless publica- 
tion* «g fast an possible, and have al- 
ready s.-ired frnm tills year's appro- 
pHa:lon.< several times the cost of ad- 
mitii^rrinc the department set tip nn-

ular v,-ork. At any rate. It Is not being 
dime in a w«y to furnish headlines 


ilie newspapers or to create per- 


ncss without watting for a reorganiza- 
tion of the state government by con- 
stitutional amendment. I kept that 
promise, but I am censured in son* 
quarters for not advocating the psj. 
sage by the legislature of concurrent 
resolutions for constitutional amend- 
ments completely reorganizing th« 
stnte government, which, by the wiy, 
did not require executive action. Tb» 
legislature in Its wisdom decided not 
to submit either of the alternative pro. 
pos.ils under consideration, and whilst 
I hnd no hand In that decision. I am 
milling to share the responsibility for 
it, and am prepared to defend thi 
action of the legislature. 


The various proposals tor censtlta. 


tional amendments urged undoubtedly - 
have many elements of merit. A four 
year term for the office ef fev«roor 
would no doubt give him a longer tint 
to establish policies, though a vigor- 
ous administration can d* BUC% In Mr* 
years, or nine months evew. Md tvt 
years is quite long enough fir ao in- 
effective administration. It Bay bt 
that some governors would devftt 
more of a four year term to the pap. 
lie business and less In proportion tt 
the pursuit of a re-election, tho'Qfh It 
might also happen that'a lengthened 
term would serve to give a governor, 
thus animated, more time to pliy 
politics and greater opportunity to It- 
trench himself In power.
